SAVANNAH AIR BASE, - Ge., 
Dec. 2 (AP).—Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull’s cousin Elbert is in 
the army now, his six weeks of 
recruit training finished. 

“Hey, Cuz,” yelled a Sergeant, 
thrusting aside a tent flap, “come 
out with your best smile on— 
there’s a guy here wants to take 
your picture.”

ITERRANEAN, ‘Dec. 2 (AP).—On 
the invitation of the Italian Gov- 
ernment, anxious to refute British 
reports of damage .to an Italian 
battleship, cruiser and two destroy- 
ers in a sea battle last Wednesday, 
foreign correspondents yesterday 
inspected five Fascist first-line 
ships. 

The 35,000-ton battleship Vittorio 
Veneto and the 23,622-ton Giulio 
Cesare were taking on fuel and 
munitions after what their officers 
described as an attack on a Brit- 
ish naval force escorting a convoy 
off Cape Teulada, south of Sar- 
dinia, in the Western Mediterra- 
nean. 

The only scars of battle either 
dreadnaught showed were a few 
bare patches where, it was  ex- 
plained, fire from their own 15- 
inch batteries peeled paint off 
their gun turrets. 

Neither was there seen the slight- 
est trace of damage on the three 
10,000-ton. sister cruisers Fiume, 
Pola and Goritzia which the Ital- 
ians said also took part in the 
battle. 

They repeatedly have contended 
that only the destroyer Lanciere 
was damaged. Three Admirals 
who commanded the Fascist squad- 


rons in the battle said their forces 


included the two battleships, six} 


cruisers and several flotillas of de-
